The  twenty-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Jewish  Foster 
Home  and  Orphan  Asylum  of  Philadelphia,  was  held  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  April  27th,  1884,  at  3  o’clock,  at  the  Home  on 
Mill  street,  Germantown.  I.  Binswanger,  Esq.,  President,  in 
the  chair,  Benjamin  F.  Teller,  Secretary.  About  four  hundred 
and  fifty  members  being  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Isaac  Rosskam,  Benj.  W. 
Fleisher,  and  Theodore  B.  Potsdamer,  tellers  to  conduct  the 
election,  requested  them  to  take  their  places  and  declared  the 
polls  open. 

The  following  nominations  were  made:  for  President, 
I.  Binswanger;  Vice  President,  Mason  Hirsh  ;  Treasurer,  Philip 
Lewin  ;  Secretary,  Benjamin  F.  Teller ;  for  Managers  to  serve 
for  three  years,  Leo  Loeb,  Simon  Muhr,  Louis  Pollock,  and 
Simon  Kohn ;  for  members  of  the  Associate  Board  to  serve 
for  three  years,  Mrs.  I.  Binswanger,  Mrs.  Isaac  Hyneman, 
Mrs.  Simon  Pfaelzer,  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Strouse,  Mrs.  Emilie  S. 
Van  Beil,  and  Mrs.  Moyer  Fleisher. 

The  Secretary  read  the  annual  report  of  the  President  and 
Executive  Committee,  the  Treasurer’s  annual  report,  and  that 
of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  list  of  Legacies  to  the  Home 
since  its  foundation  to  date,  a  list  of  the  Assets  and  Liabilities, 
and  the  Superintendent’s  report  of  Donations^  which  were 
received  and  on  motion  ordered  to  be  filed  and  the  reading 
thereof  be  dispensed  with. 
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Addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Jastrow,  Rev, 
S.  Morais,  Rev.  George  Jacobs,  and  Rev.  E.  Eppstein. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  printed  for 
distribution  amongst  the  patrons,  members  and  contributors 
the  various  Reports  together  with  the  proceedings  of  this 
meeting. 

On  motion  the  several  reports  were  accepted  and  ordered  to 
be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

The  polls  being  closed  the  President  announced  that  the 
several  nominees  were  duly  elected  for  their  respective  offices. 

On  motion,  adjourned.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

PRESIDENT  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  patrons  and  me7nbers  of  the  '‘feivish  Foster  Ho^ne  a7id 

Oipha7i  Asyhmi  — 

In  presenting-  to  you  our  Annual  Report,  we  recognize  with 
profound  gratitude  the  blessings  of  health  and  prosperity  bestowed 
upon  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father. 

At  the  date  of  our’ last  Annual  Report  there  were  48  children 
in  the  Home  (34  boys  and  14  girls)  since  then  12  children  (6  boys 
and  6  girls;  have  been  admitted,  making  60  children  (40  boys  and 
20  girls).  During  the  year  4  children  (i  boy  and  3  girls)  have 
been  withdrawn,  of  which  2  girls  and  the  boy  have  been  indentured 
and  one  girl  returned  to  her  parents,  leaving  56  children  (39  boys 
and  17  girls)  at  the  Home,  and  4  children  (3  boys  and  i  girl) 
learning  trades  and  boarding  in  the  city,  making  a  total  of  60 
children  (42  boys  and  18  girls)  under  our  immediate  care. 

Their  health  has  been  good  until  recently,  when  a  number  ol 
the  children  were  taken  sick  with  the  measles,  but  they  have  again 
fully  recovered. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  is 
certainly  very  gratifying,  the  annual  examination  proved  how 
zealously  the  teachers  have  attended  to  their  duties,  and  how 
commendable  was  the  conduct  and  industry  of  the  children. 

The  Michael  Reese  prize  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  was  awarded 
to  Abram  Cooper.  The  Simon  Muhr  first  prizes  of  Ten  Dollars 
each,  to  Gussie  Myers  and  Abby  Coster ;  the  Simon  Muhr  second 
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prizes  of  Five  Dollars  each,  to  George  Fishgraber  and  Gazelle 
Sachs. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  the  Rabbis  and  Teachers  of  our 
various  Congregations  a  better  opportunity  of  being  present  at 
our  public  examinations,  it  has  been  decided  to  hold  them  in  the 
month  of  June,  in  the  afternoon,  in  place  of  the  forenoon  as 
heretofore. 

The  Life  Members  now  number  ii,  the  Patrons  178,  and  Mem¬ 
bers  453,  the  latter  should  be  increased  to  at  least  1000.  During 
the  year  ii  members  have  died  and  52  resigned,  most  of  the  latter 
having  become  Patrons. 

The  income  and  expenditures  of  the  Society  are  fully  set  forth 
in  the  Treasurer’s  report.  The  ordinary  receipts  were  $13,174.90. 
The  current  expenditures  (including  permanent  improvements 
and  furniture)  $12,650.12.  The  former  includes  $726.76  for  the 
wages  received  by  the  children  learning  their  trades,  and  the 
latter  their  cost  of  maintenance  for  board  and  clothing,  which 
very  nearly  balance  each  other  and  reduces  the  expenses  of  the 
Home  proper  about  $800. 

The  legacies  received  during  the  year  were  as  follows  : —

These  amounts  together  with  $100.00  received  from  Mrs. 
Benjamin  F.  Teller  for  Life  Membership  have  been  invested  in  a 
well  secured  mortgage. 

By  the  resignation  of  Messrs.  Samuel  Sternberger  and  Hart  E. 
Berg  as  members  of  the  Board  (the  latter  having  removed  to  New 
York),  the  Society  has  lost  the  efficient  services  of  devoted  and 
active  workers.  Messrs.  Simon  Kohn  and  Solomon  Blumenthal 
were  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  for  their  unexpired  terms. 

Dr.  Isaac  Levy,  the  Dentist  to  the  Home  for  upwards  of  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  century,  withdrawing  from  active  practice  during  the  year, 
tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted  with  sincere  regrets, 
and  our  thanks  were  tendered  him  for  his  kind  and  valuable 
services  rendered  during  that  period. 
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Drs.  G.  W.  Lutz  and  VV.  Harvey  Roop,  of  Germantown,  kindly 
tendered  their  services,  and  were  unanimously  elected  Dentists  to 
the  Home.  They  have  been  unremitting  in  their  attention  to  the 
children. 

On  October  14th,  1883,  Dr.  J.  B.  Potsdamer  resigned  his  position 
as  attending  physician,  and  was  temporarily  succeeded  by  Dr.  M. 
Engelsman  until  January  13th.  when  Dr.  M.  S.  Cohen,  the  Resi¬ 
dent  Physician  of  the  Jewish  Hospital,  was,  with  the  kind  consent 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  our  sister  Institution,  elected  to  fill 
his  place.  We  are  also  indebted  to  Drs.  Thomas  G.  Moiton  and 
H.  F.  Hansell  for  valuable  professional  services,  and  to  the  ladies 
of  the  Sewing  Circle  who  have  continued  their  generous  work 
during  the  winter  on  behalf  of  our  Institution. 

The  liberal  donations  in  cash  and  of  articles  of  everv  kind 
during  the  year  are  specifically  mentioned  in  the  annexed  report. 
The  former  includes  the  munificent  sum  of  $3,449.48  allotted  to 
us  for  our  share  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  Hebrew  Charity  Ball. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  managers  of  the  Ball 
for  their  arduous  labors  in  behalf  of  the  various  “  Hebrew  Charities” 
of  our  City;  to  them,  as  well  as  to  all  the  kind  donors  above 
mentioned,  to  our  solicitor,  to  our  medical  staff,  and  to  all  who 
have  so  kindly  aided  us,  our  best  thanks  are  due,  not  less  so  to 
you,  w’ho  have  so  liberally  supported  the  Institution,  and  encour¬ 
aged  your  Board  of  Officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  N.  Rosenau,  and  the  devotion  of  Miss  Amelia  Rosen¬ 
baum  to  her  duties  as  teacher,  deserve  our  highest  commendation. 

-  The  influx  of  our  co-religionists  from  foreign  shores  who  seek 
an  asylum  in  our  midst,  and  with  it  a  demand  for  admission  of 
many  a  waif  and  orphan  in  our  Home,  will  call  for  increased 
expenditures.  It  becomes  therefore  our  duty  to  exert  ourselves 
to  further  extend  the  usefulness  of  our  Home.  We  earnestly 
invite  you  and  the  public  at  large  to  frequently  visit  the  Home, 
which  is  so  beautifully  situated  and  of  so  easy  access  from  all 
parts  of  the  city. 

We  pray  that  a  kind  Providence  will  continue  to  watch  over 
and  protect  our  Home,  and  that  the  children  will  ever  look  back 
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to  it  with  as  much  pride  and  pleasure  as  you  do  in  assisting  us  to 
uphold  it  and  increasing  its  usefulness.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMEFTEE 

ON  EDUCATION. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  feivish  Foster 

Home  and  Orphan  Asylum, 

Gentlemen: — The  Education  Committee  report,  that  of  the 
56  inmates  of  the  Home  34  children  (27  boys  and  7  girls) 
attend  the  Spencer  Robert’s  Public  School,  and  one  girl 
attends  the  Germantown  Public  Grammar  School.  They  were 
recently  examined  and  their  averages,  with  few  exceptions, 
entitled  them  to  promotion  to  higher  grades.  During  the  past 
two  months,  35  “  distinguished  notes  ”  have  been  given  to  the 
children  for  perfect  lessons  and  punctual  attendance.  After 
dismission  from  public  schools,  the  children  in  common  with 
the  children  of  the  Home  School  are  instructed  by  the  super¬ 
intendent,  Mr.  Rosenau,  in  Hebrew,  German,  Biblical  History, 
Religious  duties,  and  Vocal  Music.  The  children  are  reported 
attentive  and  their  progress  is  satisfactory.  22  children  (10 
boys  and  12  girls)  are  taught  in  our  Home  School  by  Miss 
Rosenbaum  ;  they  are  doing  admirably,  and  as  they  are  qual¬ 
ified,  they  are  promoted  to  the  public  schools.  The  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Kindergarten  System  mentioned  in  our  last  report 
received  favorable  notice,  and  since  then  it  has  proved  quite  a 
success.  During  vacation  it  has  been  specially  advantageous, 
as  the  children  are  interested  in  the  work,  and  are  happily 
occupied  while  they  at  the  same  time  receive  instruction  in  a 
pleasant  and  entertaining  form.  Benches  have  been  made  to 
be  placed  on  the  grounds,  in  order  to  give  them  the  benefit,  as 
the  season  advances,  of  open  air  exercises  and  instruction.

The  work  of  educating  and  training  the  children  out¬ 
side  of  school-work  has  received  careful  attention  from  the 
Superintendent  and  assistants  of  the  home,  with  gratifying 
results.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Jewish  Foster 

Home  and  Orphan  Asylum. 

Gentlemen  : — The  season  has  again  returned  when  it 
becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report,  including  a  list  of  the  donations  received  from  April 
22d,  1883,  to  April  1 2th,  1884.  During  the  past  year  the 
health  of  the  children  was  all  that  could  be  desired,  until  the 
month  of  March,  when  twelve  of  the  children  were  taken  sick 
with  the  measles.  They  have  entirely  recovered,  under  the 
treatment  of  Dr.  Morris  S.  Cohen,  the  resident  physician  of  the 
Jewish  Hospital. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  progressing  satisfactorily  with  their 
studies  in  the  Public  and  Home  schools.  The  girls  are  taught 
needle-work  and  sewing,  their  progress  in  this  branch  shows 
how  interesting  it  is  to  them  ;  they  also  assist  with  the  house¬ 
work  and  perform  their  duties  cheerfully.  The  boys  have 
their  several  vocations  to  perform,  it  is  indeed  gratifying  to  see 
how  desirous  they  are  to  do  farming  during  vacation. 

Divine  services  are  held  in  our  synagogue  on  the  Sabbath 
and  Holidays.  The  children  take  special  delight  in  singing 
the  Hymns. 

Their  behavior  is  very  gratifying,  and  when  addressed  by 
me  during  the  hours  of  devotion,  in  Engli.«h  as  well  .as  in 
German,  they  listen  attentively.
